Tue death of Jules Claude Gabriel 
Favre, the veteran statesman and advo- 
cate, is announced. He died of pneu- 
monia, after a week’s severe illness, at 
Versailles. At the time of his death he 
was a senator for the department of the 
Rhine, and a member of the French 
academy. He first became eminent as 
an advocate, and then, after the revolu- 
tion of 1848, he entered politics, becom- 
ing a member of the republican cabinet. 
He was an unvarying opponent of impe- 
‘rialism. He frequently denounced Na- 
poleon III. as the source of all the na- 
tional disasters, and upon his downfall 
he became one of the leaders of the new 
republic. He signed the treaty of peace 
with Bismarck. He was, however, most 
too much of an extremist for the Thiers 
government, and he resigned his position 
as minister of foreign affairs to devote 
himself exclusively to the law. He was 
soon recalled to office however, and 
served to the end of the Waddington 
ministry. He published several volumes 
during his long career, several of which 
have been translated into English. He 
died full of years and honors, and with 
the consciousness of having faithfully 
served the people of f France.

If our esteemed contemporary, the 
New York Herald, is to be believed, the 
Hon. Roscoe Conkling, of Utica, in the 
state of New York, is not only one of the 
most talented men but the most heroic 
statesman the republic has yet succeeded 
in producing.

winds, but he may engage in the pas-| 


time of undermining the morals of 
hig_neighbor’s famiiy, and still escape 
the consequences of his crime. We can. 
draw no other logical inference from the 
meee oe ee cadet

The chief in- 
terest of the people now lies in the suc- 
cess of the efforts of those who are labor- 
ing to maintain the debt-paying quality 
of the greenback. We trust and believe 
that the victory has already been gained.

189, 316, the complainant, as a stockholdar 
in said corporation, in view of the allega- 
tions contained in his bill, had no standing 
in court which would entitle him to the in- 
junction prayed for. Let the judgment of 
the court below be reversed.

Lowrys vs. Candler, executor. Complaint, 
from Fulton. 
WARNER, C. J. 

The plaintiffs brought their action agefnst 
the defendant to recover damages in conse- 
quence of the alleged sule by the defendant 
to them of a bond purporting to bea bond 
of the state of Georgia for $1,000 represent- 
ing the same to be a good, true and valid 
bond of said state, whereas said bond was a 
bad, spurious bond, and of no value what- 
ever. On the trial of the case, the jury 
found a verdict for the defendant, A mo- 
tion was made fora new trial on the grounds 
therein stated, which was overruled and the 
plaintiff excepted. It appears from the evi- 
dence in the record, that the bond was sold 
and delivered to the plaintiffs by one Mc- 
Caslin as his own property so faras was 
known or disclosed at the time of the sale 
thereof, and that the money $850 was paid 
to him by the plaintiffs therefor, and that 
sometime after the sale one of the plaintiffs 
went to McCaslin and said to him, “he 
would nave to come back on him for that 
bend, that he had failed to sell it and that 
it was an illegal bond.” The plaintiffs then 
proposed to prove by McCaslia “that he 
sold for T. W. J. Hill what purported to 
be a bond of the State of Georgia 
Hill came to my store.and told me that he 
had a state of Georgia gold bond and de- 
sired me to take the bond to W. M. & R. J. 
Rowry and see what they would give for it, 
and for me to let him know what they 
would give for the bond, and not to tell 
them whose bond it was. I reported back 
to Hill and he told me to take the bond 
over to Lowrys’ again and to sell it to them, 
which I did, receiving for the bond $850 in 
currency, which amount I handed to said 
Hill at this time. Hill said nothing invre 
to me respecting said bond. I gave the 
money to T. W. J. Hill.” This evidence 
was ruled out by the court on the ground 
that Hill was dead, and that is the main 
ground of error insisted on here. The ques- 
tion presented ir the record in this case is 
one which has never been decided by this 
court under the evidence act of 1866—Code, 
3854. The precise question is whether an 
agent having a mere naked authority to 
sell is a competent witness to prove his 
agency after the death of his principal 
when he failed to disclose his agency 
at the time of the sale? If an agent fails to 
disclose his principal, yet, when discovered, 
the person dealing with the agent may go 
directly upon the principal under the con- 
tract, as the plaintiffs have done in this 
case.—Code, 2197. The agent is a compe- 
tent witness, either for or against his-prin- 
cipal, his interest goes to his credit.—Code, 
2206. Thus stood the law at the time of the 
passage of the act of 1866. McCaslin, the 
agent, is not one of the original parties to 
the contract or cause of action in issue or 
on trial, he is not the other party to the 
contract or cause of action in issue or on 
trial, as} contemplated by the statute the 
plaintiffs are the other parties to the con- 
tract or cause of action in issue or on trial 
who are not admitted to testify in their 
own favor, Hill, the other party, being 
dead. But it is said that inasmuch as Mc- 
Caslin, the agent, did not disclose his 
agency at the time he sold the bond to the 
plaintiffs, that the effect of ‘his testimony 
will be to discharge himself from liability 
and cast the same on the estate of Hill, the 
dead man. The reply is that the same 
result would have obtained under the law 
as it existed atthe time of the passage of 
the act of 1866. The estate of the deceased 
testator is in no worse condition now by al- 
lowing the agent to prove his own agency 
than it would have been under the law as 1t 
existed privr to the aet of 1866. Before che 
passage of that act the deceased testator 
could not, if living, have been a witness in 
his own favor, although the agent was a 
competent witness to prove his own agency 
as against him. The well-settled rule of 
law which makes an agent a competent wit- 
ness either for ur against his principal, oriz- 
inated in the necessity of the case, and it is 
not repealed or abrogated, by the death of 
the principal so as to render the agent an 
incompetent witness to prove his agency. 
The result, therefore, is that McCaslin was 
& competent witness to prove his own 
agency in the sale of the bond to the plain- 
tiffs as well as the acts dune by bim within 
the scope of his authority as such agent in 
connection therewith; the credibility of his 
evidence will be a question for the consid- 
eration of the jury. 

Let the judgment of the court below be 
reversed.

This was an action brought by the plain- 
tiffas an employee against the defendant to 
recover damages for an injury sustained by 
Kim in coupling the defendants cars, where- 
by his left hand was mashed and had to be 
amputated. On the trial of the case, the 
jury, under the charge of the court, found 
a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for the 
sum of $5,000. A motion was made for a 
new trial on lhe ground therein stated, which 
was overruled awd the defendant excepted. 
The court charged the jury, amongst other 
things, as follows: “After you have done 
that, and have agreed upon the amount he 
should have (if it is an ordinary case, a case 
not involving gross negligence) you may 
then consider if that: amount should be 
added to an account of aggravating cir- 
cumstances connected with the injury. 
The law upon that subject, is that in every 
tort, and this isa tort, if thereSare aggra- 
vating circumstances, either in the act or 
pthe intention; in that event the jury may 
give additional damages, either to deter the 
wrong doer from repeating the trespass, or 
as compensation for the wounded feelings 
of the plaintfff. Now, having settled on 
the amount you will find of account of 
pain and suffering; you wiil look to the 
evidence and see if it satisfies your minds 
that there was anything aggravating. If 
there was nothing aggravating; if it was one 
of those accidents that occured without an 
evil intention, or not accompanied with 
gross negligence amounting to criminal 
neglect, yeu will find nothing for the 
plaintifion that account. Ifon the con- 
trary the evidence satisfies your mind that 
there was aggravation, according to the ag- 
gravating circumstances you will deter-
